Charges “Company Conspiracy” 
with Defeat in West Vir- 
ginia Address

BECKLEY, W. VA., Aug. 15.—The 


National Association of Insurance 
Agents is now in a militant mood and 
does not for one minute believe that the 
code of fair competition, refused by the 
N.R.A., is dead, Sidney O. Smith, 
Gainesville, Ga., National association 
executive committeeman, declared be- 
fore the annual meeting here of the 
West Virginia Association of Insurance 
Agents. 

Announcing that he spoke with the 
full authority of the national president 
and the secretary-counsel, he charged 
company conspiracy and opposition with 
the defeat of the code, emphasizing in 
positive terms that the companies do not 
want federal regulation of the business, 
“as they consider the present supervi- 
sion is better to their desires.” 

“The companies,” he said, “do not in 
their professed objection to federal su- 
pervision look upon it as a matter of 
principle, because they have shifted their 
position many times. As far back as 
1865,” he added, “a company conference 
adopted a resolution memoralizing con- 
gress to consider and enact laws as ‘shall 
essentially nationalize the business of 
insurance in all states of the union’.” 


Says Companies Blocked Move 


In 1933, he said, the companies’ fear 
of federal supervision blocked adoption 
of the code of fair competition, while in 
1934 “we find down in Washington a 


group of representative casualty and 
surety underwriters appearing in a 
righteous cause, before a senate sub- 


committee, not one bit afraid that if, 
through federal legislation, non-admit- 
ted companies, such as London Lloyds, 
would no longer be permitted to raid 
the business of duly admitted, tax- -pay- 
ing companies, they would be opening 
the door to gov ernment domination.” 

He criticised the “inconsistent atti- 
tude” of companies in view of the ad- 
mission by company groups when con- 
sidering the code that unfair practices 
exist in the business. 

Mr. Smith is prominent in the W ash- 
ington activities of the National associa- 
tion in behalf of preserving for agents 
business emanating from the operations

HOLC Conducts rt 


On Insurance Activities 
SURROUNDED WITH SECRECY 


Pool in Which All Domestic Companies 
Would Participate Is Now Believed 
to Be Favored 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Repre- 
sentatives of a number of insurance com- 
panies this week conferred with officials 
of the Home Owners Loan Corporation 
on the subject of the future operation 
of the corporation’s insurance activities. 

The meetings, which began Tuesday, 
were surrounded with the utmost se- 
crecy, officials of the organization refus- 
ing even to say where they were being 
held and every effort was made to pre- 
vent any information regarding the dis- 
cussions from getting to the public. 

It was learned, however, that a num- 
ber of proposals were submitted by the 
company representatives and officials of 
the HOLC declared that this was the 
first time they had received anything 
definite from the industry. The several 
suggestions will be thoroughly consid- 
ered, it was stated, but action will prob- 
ably not be taken for several weeks. 
since the organization itself has some 
plans for the work which it will attempt 
to correlate with the best of the sugges- 
tions now before it in the working out 
of its final plan. 


Local Agents Recognized 


All of the plans submitted, it is under- 
stood, recognize the interests of the local 
agents, upon which the HOLC has been 
insisting, and most of them contemplate 
the taking of the service office out of 
Washington, fears being expressed that 
once the government got both feet into 
the insurance business through the 
HOLC its activities might be extended 
to other fields where the government 
has an insurable interest. 

While one of the plans is said to 
have provided for a Washington serv- 
ice office, others are understood to 
have envisaged the creation of company 
pool arrangements and at least one a 
reinsurance scheme. 

While officials of the organization have 
an open mind on the subject and protess 
themselves not committed to any 
method in advance of its thorough ex- 
ploration, it is probable that a company 
pool will be more in line with what 
they believe to be the best method ol 
handling the situation. Any plan finally 
adopted, it is expected, will permit par- 
ticipation by all domestic companies, and 
it has been stressed that there is no in- 
tention of giving any single company or 
small group of companies a monopoly 
of the business, which eventually may 
cover as high as two million policies. 

Won’t Be Stampeded 


Corporation officials indicated that 
they will not be stampeded into quick ac- 
ceptance of any of the plans now before 
them but that the advantages of each 
will be carefully weighed. In all prob- 
ability it was intimated, the plan to be 
brought out by the corporation next 
month will probably include the best fea- 
tures of several schemes which have 
been suggested. :

Resigns as President of 
San Francisco Brokers Body 


F. M. HOHWIESNER RETIRES 





Takes Strenuous Objection to Exchange 
Handling State Insurance, Charg- 
ing It Exceeds Its Authority 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.—De- 
claring “the Insurance Brokers Ex- 
change of San Francisco should not 


compete with any of its members, should 
not require any of its officials by subter- 
fuge to violate its obligations to its 
members or to circumvent the laws of 
our state” and stating that he is posi- 
tively opposed to the exchange demanc- 
ing or receiving compensation for its 
members who have rendered no service, 
Fred M. Hohwiesner has resigned as 
president of the exchange, his formal 
resignation being presented to the board 
of governors Aug. 14. 

The resignation grows out of the ac- 
tion of the exchange in sharing with 
the California Association of Insurance 
Agents in commissions on state owned 
automobiles, the commissions being al- 
located to these two bodies by Governor 
Merriam. Mr. Hohwiesner asserts the 
beliet the exchange is without authority 
to solicit insurance in its behalf or in 
behalf of any or all of its members, or 
to accept commissions for its own ac- 
count or for the purpose of allocating 
such commissions to any or all of its 
members and that appointment of any 
member as broker of record on business 
derived from publicly owned properties 
or for any account is not within the 
functions of the exchange and “is a 
subterfuge which does not relieve the 
exchange or the member acting in such 
capacity from serious responsibility.” 

Expressing appreciation of and accord 
with Merriam’s intent to remove state 
insurance from politics, Mr. Hohwiesner, 
however, states: “Such insurance should 
be placed only through proper channels 
equipped to render expert service, which 
service should be recognized and fully 
compensated. Any attempt to service 
the insurance of our state or any polit- 
ical subdivisions on any other basis will 
be abortive.”

The date Sept. 10 was fixed, because

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Collections Poor Against 
Reciprocal Policyholders 





ONLY 23 SETTLE JUDGMENTS 


Sale of Real Estate May Be Made In 
Order Impress Members 
With Danger 


Collections have been poor on the 
judgments obtained by Chicago lawyers 
against policyholders in the Inter- Insur- 
ance Exchange of the Illinois Automo- 
bile Club. Before it blew up several 
years ago the Inter-Insurance Exchange 
bought reinsurance from several insur- 
ance companies but failed to pay the 
reinsurance premiums. In 1928 attorneys 
for the Ohio Millers Mutual went into 
court and secured judgments against 
2,830 policyholders in the defunct ex- 
change. The amount of the judgment 
was $15,765.53 and under the law the 
Ohio Millers Mutual had a right to col- 
lect from any one of the policyholders. 
This judgment created so much turmoil, 
especially in its effect on titles to real 
estate of policyholders, that the judg- 
ment was vacated by agreement on a 
stipulation that the rights of the Ohio 
Millers would not be prejudiced. 


Three Judgments Secured 


The debt was not cleared up in the 
liquidation and the Ohio Millers this 
year again took judgment for the same 
amount as before. At about the same 
time three other companies took judg- 
ments for reinsurance premiums against 
the same policyholders. The Central 
Manufacturers Mutual and the Lumber- 
mens Mutual Casualty jointly claimed 
$1,764.87 and the American Motorists 
claimed $1,453. These judgments were 
granted April 26 of this year and the 
Ohio Millers Mutual judgment was rein- 
stated May 3 of this year. In the Ohio 
Millers case, however, the judge realized 
the hardship that would be imposed on 
the policyholders and limited the judg- 
ment in that case to $20 against any 
one policyholder. 

All these judgments were handled by 


the same law firm, Bradley, Harper, 
Huss & Rehm. This firm sent out no- 
tices to all members, pointing out the 


legal situation they were in, and offering 
to hold further action open until the 
members could settle. 


Only 23 Have Paid 


So far only 23 of the 2,830 members 
have paid their $20. The lawyers there- 
fore are threatening to p:oceed against 
the policyholders who have property and 
sell the’ property in execution. The judg- 
ment: constitute a lien on any real es- 
tate held by any one of the 2,830 policy- 
holders, but apparently they are not 
much concerned about it. The lawyers 
feel that it will be necessary actually to 
sell the real estate of some policyholders 
in execution in order to bring the 
others to a realization of the situation. 

Originally the offer was to accept $20 
from each and every policyholder, which 
would produce about $56,000 or nearly 
three times the amount involved. This 
was on the expectation that many of 
the poor policyholders would not pay. 

Now that practically none has shown 
any disposition to pay, the original offer 
has been modified. The demand now is 
$20 in each case or a total of $60 in all, 
from those who own property. Others 
will still be allowed to settle at $20 in 
full. The explanation is that costs will 
be considerably increased, owing to the 
failure of the policyholders to settle.

C. F. Hobbs Is Renominated 


for Fourth Time in Kansas 





TOPEKA, KAN., Aug. 15.—Charles 
F. Hobbs is the Republican nominee for 
insurance commissioner of Kansas. He 
will have J. H. Edwards of Sedan as his 
opponent in the general election in No- 
vember. 

Mr. Hobbs is now serving his third 
term as commissioner and as Kansa: 
usually returns a heavy majority for the 
Republican ticket it is probable that he 
will begin his fourth term next Janu- 
ary. In the last 40 years the Democrats 
never have been able to break into the 
list of minor state offices below the gov- 
ernor. He outdistanced three candidates 
for the place. Owing to the number of 
opposing candidates it was not necessary 
for him to make much of a campaign. 
The unofficial returns indicate that he 
will have close to a majority of all the 
votes cast for the office. 

Mr. Edwards is a banker and was 
president of the old Kansas Life before 
it was sold by the S. E. Cobb interests. 
He is a staunch Democrat and his long 
experience as a banker and in the rejuve- 
nation of the Kansas Life give him a fine 
background. He was the first Democrat 
to get into the race but three others op- 
posed him in the primary. He won by 
a big margin.

Hearing on Insurance Code 


for Illinois Expected Soon 





WORK NOW WELL UNDER WAY 


Director Palmer and Insurance Lawyers 
Cooperate with Legislative 
Committee 


Codification of the insurance laws of 
Illinois has been getting the attention of 
insurance lawyers. The legislature 
named a committee to consider the work 
and called upon Director of Insurance 
Palmer to submit a proposal. Mr. 
Palmer invited the insurance lawyers to 
offer their ideas. It is understood that 
the work is fairly well along and that 
a hearing on a preliminary draft may be 
held at Springfield in September. 

Insurance lawyers do not seem to 
feel that the substance of the law needs 
much change. However, the present law 
is a hodge podge of various acts and 
there is a very great need of organizing 
the various provisions into a consistent 
and logical form. 

The insurance division of the Illinois 
chamber of commerce reports that a 
conference was held recently between 
representatives of two members of the 
executive committee and representatives 
of the mutual benefit associations of the 
state. They discussed mutual benefit as- 
sociation statutes to be presented at the 
next session of the Illinois legislature. 
Those attending were Chase M. Smith, 
serving for James S. Kemper, and E, 
Mitchell, general counsel for the Conti. 
nental Casualty, serving for President 
H. A. Behrens of that company, and 
Ashton Campbell and Col. C. W. Nunan, 
representing the mutual benefits. 

The insurance division is greatly in- 
terested in the proposed revision of the 
Illinois insurance code, The insurance 
division expects to be useful in behalf of 
the public and the insurance business in 
seeking to prevent adoption of unwise 
legislation and in contributing toward 
the protecting of existing law. Radical 
ideas and provisions should be avoided, 
the insurance division states. The pro- 
posed code should eliminate weak spots 
but there is a danger that new legisla- 
tion might mean additional tax burdens 
and harmful legal handicaps. 





Lists Security Holdings 


The Empire State of Watertown, N. 
Y., has been mailing a current state- 
ment as of June 30, 1934, which lists all 
of the investment holdings. The com- 
pany explains that in view of the in- 
crease of questions concerning the se- 
curity of a company, they feel that a 
complete statement is of particular in- 
terest. 

With assets of $2,799,433 on market 
value basis the Empire State has a ratio 
of $4.72 in assets for every dollar in lia- 
bilities. | United States government 
bonds alone are more than enough to 
cover liabilities. 

The statement shows 76.3 percent of 
assets are bonds in which short term 
isues predominate, 9.4 percent are pre- 
ferred stocks, and 14.3 percent are com- 
mon stocks. 

With surplus considerably in excess 
of capital, the Empire State is in a 
strong position. It is under identical 
management with the 81 year old Agri- 
cultural,

CITES LLOYDS DEALS 


Controversy Concerning Church Proper- 
ties Fire Is Extended By Its 
Chief Antagonist 


The NATIONAL UNDERWRITER has re- 
ceived from Sidney R. Kennedy, presi- 
dent of the Buffalo, the following com- 
ment on the replies of J. P. Morgan, 
chairman, and Everard Stokes, vice- 
president of the Church Properties Fire, 
to Mr. Kennedy’s letter to Mr. Morgan 
in which he suggested that Mr. Morgan 
initiate steps to liquidate that company. 
Mr. Kennedy, who has returned from a 
vacation at his country home near Litch- 
field, Conn., says: : 

“The suggestion of untrustworthiness 
and evasion of state laws and taxes on 
the part of Messrs. Morgan and Stokes’ 
company, made by the insurance com- 
mission of Alabama, seems to have got- 
ten considerably under the skins of these 
two gentlemen. Mr. Stokes pleads that 
the solicitation of business in states not 
regularly entered, thereby evading state 
laws and taxes, is a common practise 
with other insurance companies. I speak 
only for our own company, but the Buf- 
falo indulges in no such practise and 
thinks it improper. It would therefore 
seem that our common or garden com- 
pany is conducted on a somewhat higher 
ethical business plane than the sancti- 
monious fire insurance instrumentality of 
Messrs. Morgan and Stokes’ religious 
denomination. By a process of reason- 
ing more ingenious than profound Mr. 
Stokes then endeavors to show that the 
criticisms of the insurance commissioner 
of Alabama were general and not espe- 
cially applicable to the Church Proper- 
ties. The bold and unpleasant fact re- 
mains, however, that under existing 
conditions, the insurance commissioner 
bluntly advised the Episcopal churches 
of Alabama to have nothing to do with 
Mr. Stokes’ company. 


Gross and Net Income 


“Mr. Stokes goes on to plead that 
although the net premium income of 
his company has fallen off about 75 per- 
cent in four years, the company is a 
success because the gross amount of 
business written has increased. The nat- 
ural inference which would be drawn by 
any experienced underwriter from such 
figures is that the distribution of lia- 
bility of the Church Properties is very 
poor, that it writes extremely large lines 
on a comparatively few risks, and that 
in consequence it is compelled to re- 
insure most of its business and is able 
to retain only a small fraction of the 
business it accepts. 

“Most of its reinsurance is said to be 
secured at London Lloyds. I wonder 
whether, if this is true, the Episcopal 
clergymen country-wide, who are urged 
to patronize the Church Properties and 
who mistakenly believe that their pre- 
miums are being used to build up their 
insurance company, have been made 
aware by Messrs. Morgan and Stokes 
that most of those premiums have been 
transmitted to London to purchase un- 
admitted British reinsurance, the British 
companies honorably entered in this 
country having presumably declined the 
reinsurance. It would seem that the 
Church Properties was thereby doing its

Santa Fe Elected 


New Mexico Agents Hold First 
Annual Convention and Choose 
Officers 


BOYCE, JOHNSON SPEAK 


Vote to Affiliate with National Associ- 
ation—Separate State Insurance De- 
partment Is Urged 


SANTA FE, N. M., Aug. 15.—Carl 
Bishop of Santa Fe was elected presi- 
dent of the New Mexico Association of 
Insurance Agents at its first annual con- 
vention here. D. O. Jones of Clovis 
was named vice-president, and Howell 
Earnest of Santa Fe was elected secre- 
tary-treasurer. The regional chairmen 
elected are Grace Bowman, Santa Fe: 
G. R. Anderman, Albuquerque; G. A. 
Flemming, Las Vegas; E. W. Bowen, 
Tucumcari; J. S. Ward, Artesia, and 
Postelle Cooper, Deming. The con- 
vention voted to amend the constitu- 
tion and by-laws to permit the associa- 
tion to affiliate with the National Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents. State 
members were urged to join the National 
association. 


Urges Separate Department 


Separation of the insurance depart- 
ment from the corporation commission 
of New Mexico was advocated by Chair- 
man Willis Ford of the legislative com- 
mittee. The present setup, he said, ties 
the hands of the insurance commis- 
sioner, making him a mere collection 
agent to get 2 per cent tax from the 
companies and prevents proper enforce- 
ment of insurance laws. Mr. Ford said 
an agents’ licensing law is needed to 
prevent indiscriminate appointment of 
agents by companies. 

Insurance Commissioner Alphonso 
Agilar agreed with Mr. Ford and said 
the insurance department should be 
separated from all other state depart- 
ments and taken out of politics. W. H. 
Pickett, Albuquerque, registered protest 
against the 2 percent tax on local agents’ 
commissions on grounds that companies 
already pay a state tax and urged the 
state association to fight for relief in 
the next legislature. 

Alfonso Johnson’s Message 


Alfonso Johnson, manager of the 
Dallas Insurance Agents Association, in 
addressing the New Mexico agents, gave 
an inspiring message on the value of a 
local association. He told of the demor- 
alization that existed in Dallas before an 
association was formed in that city. 
Dallas was known as a hot city because 
of its excessive fire losses. The agents 
were fighting each other and were sus- 
picious of each other. There was re- 
bating, cut throat competition, over-in- 
surance, trick policy writing. 

As a result of the four year organized 
effort to reduce the fire losses and to 
improve the Dallas situation, Dallas is 
no longer known as a hot city and fire 
losses have steadily decreased. Dallas 
has gained national reputation for its 
fire prevention activities and received 
first place in Texas and second in the 
nation for 1932 fire prevention week 
work. A Dallas agent won the silver 
loving cup awarded the Texas agent 
having the lowest loss ratio in 1932. 
Dallas now has 325 edliciters, most of 
them qualified, instead of 2,600 brokers. 
The membership of the Dallas associa- 
tion has increased from 41 to 78 and 
Dallas agents operate harmoniously.

of the Home Owners Loan Corporation 
and the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
He commended the HOLC officials for 
their fairness to agents, but declared in 
connection with the elimination of 
agents in favor of certain brokers in the 
placing of insurance on CCC cotton, 
that unless that government department 
sees fit to subscribe to the rights of local 
agents, its operations will be made the 
subject of an investigation when con- 
gress convenes in January. Several sen- 
ators and representatives have promised 
the agents that such an investigation will 
be demanded. He announced the estab- 
lishment at an early date of a Washing- 
ton service office of the National associ- 
ation to protect agents’ interests there. 


To Have Full-Time Secretary 


The West Virginia Association in this, 
its 35th annual meeting, took definite 
steps to place the organization on a more 
progressive basis by authorizing the 
executive committee to obtain the serv- 
ices of a full-time paid secretary. Among 
many agency problems discussed at the 
meeting, that which drew the greatest 
condemnation and demands for legisla- 
tion or state insurance department action 
for its elimination is the demoralizing of 
the automobile liability business by cut- 
rate stock companies and small mutuals. 
Department action was promised in the 
strict enforcement of provisions of the 
standard West Virginia automobile lia- 
bility policy. 

Further efforts will be made to have 
an automobile financial responsibility 
law enacted, a committee of three to 
be named to develop interest to that 
end among civic organizations. 


Deputy Commissioner Speaks 


Harlan Justice, deputy insurance 
commissioner, promised the agents more 
comprehensive data on the operations of 
companies, showing in greater detail 
business done, by clauses to be incor- 
porated in the usual annual department 
report now being completely revised. 
He indicated that information on non- 
resident brokers licensed would be in- 
cluded in the report. 

Acknowledging numerous demands 
for a strengthening in the insurance laws, 
Mr. Justice announced that committees 
now working on the laws will report at 





the next regular legislative session. 
While the present code is adequate as far 
as it goes, he declared the state needs a 
health and accident law and a casualty 


and surety law, also a law covering 
farmers’ mutuals. ; 
The banquet Monday evening, at 


which Ray Evans of Bluefield was toast- 
master, was featured by addresses by 
Mr. Smith and Commissioner E. B. 
Sims. Mr. Sims, who has supervision 
of the fire marshal’s office, exposed a 
condition in the state which is prevent- 
ing the conviction of arsonists. He 
charged that “prominent politicians or 
other persons in high standing” block 
attempts of the state to prosecute per- 
sons guilty of arson. 

Deputy Commissioner Justice spoke 
at the closing session Tuesday, and Mr. 
Blakely discussed “Price Selling,’ in 
which he declared against cut-rate com- 
panies and mutuals. Ray Evans led a 
discussion on means for developing the 
association, and R. D. Watts of Beckley 
presented a comprehensive report on 
the need for an automobile financial re- 
sponsibility law. R. P. DeVan reported 
the resolutions, in which the association 
renewed its pledge of allegiance to the 
National association and commended 
the state supervisory officials for their 
cooperation. 

In recognition of his fine association 
work in southern West Virginia, John 
W. Blakely of Welch was elected pres- 
ident to succeed C. L. Heaberlin, of 
Beckley. District vice-presidents were 
elected as follows: E. G. Jackson, 
Chester; Harry Sanders, Morgantown; 
C. B. Wetsell, Elkins; H. W. Biggs, 
Bluefield; R. D. Watts, Beckley, and 
J. G. Fredeking, Hinton. Frank R. Bell 
of Charleston is both national councillor 
and chairman of the conference commit- 
tee, the other members of that commit- 
tee being C. W. Thornburg, Hunting- 
ton, and Raymond Foose, Wheeling. 
Committee chairmen were elected as 
follows: Legislation, George E. Robson, 
Charleston; financial, M. R. Frantz, 
Fairmont; fire prevention, C. V. Fellers, 
Mullens; membership, A. K. Canterbury, 
Beckley. A grievance committee chair- 
man will be named later. 


Association Progresses 


President C. L. Heaberlin in his an- 
nual remarks reviewed the legislative 
activities of the officers during the ex- 
traordinary session which required stren- 
uous efforts to defeat a premium tax 
measure and a bill admitting reciprocals 
to West Virginia. He expressed appre- 
ciation to the state supervisory officials 





for their cooperation and announced that 
although plans for a full-time secretary 
had failed through lack of adequate fi- 
nancial support by members, continued 
efforts will be made to perfect such a 
plan. 

R. P. DeVan, Charleston, national 
councillor, discussed the code activities 
of the National association and com- 
mended the national officers for their 
efforts in that connection despite the 
final ruling of the NRA that the insur- 
ance business does not need a code. 

C. V. Feller of Mullens presented the 
executive committee report in the ab- 
sence of Chairman Paul Rusk. Several 
meetings of the committee were held 
during the year at which a legislative 
program was shaped. The automobile 
liability rate situation was discussed and 
it developed that under present condi- 
tions no rate reduction could be ex- 
pected this year. 


Ambulance Chasing Situation Bad 


J. W. Blakely, Welch, in presenting 
the grievance committee report, exposed 
a condition in the southern part of the 
state that is prohibiting the writing of 
automobile liability coverage. Ambu- 
lance chasing and collusion between law- 
yers and physicians, especially in Mingo 
county, has become so bad that com- 
panies are refusing to write the business, 
he said. The situation has caused Cir- 
cuit Judge John B. F. Howard to pub- 
licly denounce the members of the bar 
resorting to such practices. His report 
brought a recommendation from R. A. 
Foose, Wheeling, for a special survey 
to be made and a report submitted to 
the state bar association demanding a 
disbarment procedure. 

Mr. Blakely also vigorously con- 
demned the activities of Lloyds of Lon- 
don. He was instrumental in having 
United States Senator Neely introduce 
the bill in the last Congress which if 
passed would have required national 
banks to place their insurance with ad- 
mitted companies. He said the bill will 
be reintroduced at the next session of 
Congress. He als~ took to task certain 
stock companies for their automobile lia- 
bility rate cutting practices and de- 
manded that steps be taken to enact 
a that will keep those companies in 
ine. 


Wants Compulsory Bus Cover 


After outlining the work of his legis- 
lative committee G. E. Robson, Charles- 
ton, recommended the appointment of a 
strong committee to serve during the 
1935 legislative session and suggested 
that a law be promoted compelling 
boards of education to carry full cover- 
age on buses transporting school chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Fellers in his report of fire pre- 
vention activities asked the association 
to give greater supnort to the fire chiefs 
school at Morgantown. A lengthy re- 
port was made by C. W. Thornburg, 
Huntington, on the conference commit- 
tee’s work in connection with develop- 
ing and perfecting the standard automo- 
bile liability policy now used in West 
Virginia which to a large extent has 
placed stock and mutual companies on a 
par in the writing of this line. Some 
complaints were made that mutuals are 
getting around the use of the standard 
form and cutting rates by the use of re- 
newal certificates and Commissioner Ed- 
gar B. Sims promised to investigate 
these charges. 


Chamber of Commerce Luncheon 


For the first time in its history, there 
will be a special luncheon for the in- 
surance section during the annual meet- 
ing of the Illinois Chamber of Com- 
merce. The insurance luncheon will be 
held Oct. 18 in Chicago. Efforts will 
be made to arrange for an outstanding 
speaker.

VINCENT P. WYATT 


Vincent P. Wyatt, vice-president and 
secretary of the Home, died unex- 
pectedly of a heart attack at his home 
in Riverside Drive last Saturday morn- 
ing.

little bit to support the pound sterling 
against the dollar.

Auto Premiums Not Keeping 
Pace With Year’s Car Sales 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 15.—The tre- 
mendous increase in the output and sale 
of new motor cars the past year is not 
reflected to any noticeable extent in the 
premium volume of either casualty or 
fire companies. It was naturally expected 
that the abnormal number of cars sold 
would mean a tremendous increase in 
automobile liability and property damage 
lines, but this has not materialized. 

Some increase in automobile lines is 
reported, but it is rather slight and not 
what one would expect from the figures 
of the automobile manufacturers. It is 
pointed out, however, that a large por- 
tion of the new cars sold were in the 
lower price field—Ford, Chevrolet and 
Plymouth—and only a small percentage 
of these cars are ever insured for lia- 
bility or property damage. 

Furthermore, many of the cars pur- 
chased were replacements and would 
naturally not be reflected in any in- 
creased premium volume. 

One very bright feature is that the 
unusually large number of cancellations 
so evident last year is missing this year. 
The loss ratio in auto fire and theft is 
continuing favorable and the companies 
are rather optimistic over the future.

the full participation of local agents, 
who are to receive full commissions on 
insurance placed with them by home 
owners and brokerage where the home 
owner fails to pay the premium and the 
government places the insurance. 

The corporation’ s policy also will pro- 
vide for participation in the business by 
a number of companies. Several plans 
for bringing this about have been sug- 
gested, but it has been indicated that 
the organization has under consideration 
a plan of its own which will differ in 
some respects from any that have been 
suggested. At present, the home owner 
is encouraged to take his policy to any 
company he prefers, while, when the 
corporation pays the premium, the busi- 
ness is placed with the Hartford Fire. 

Full consideration of all factors enter- 
ing into a business of the magnitude 
which the HOLC insurance will even- 
tually reach jis being given by officials. 
One of the major features of any plan 
finally adopted will be the fullest pos- 
sible recognition of local agents, it being 
recognized that the government opera- 
tions will affect a large volume of busi- 
ness which otherwise would have gone 
to those men. 


National Fire & Marine Statement 


Six months statement of the National 
Fire & Marine of Elizabeth, N. J., shows 
marked improvement in financial condi- 
tion. Capital of $400,000 and net sur- 
plus $306,520 are reported, and total lia- 
bilities $176,034, including reserve for 
unearned premiums $52,378. Reinsur- 
ance reserve is $23,988, due for borrowed 
money indebtedness $82,000, the latter 
item being a reduction of $100,000 since 
March 31.

How It Used to Be Done 








A manager, who was in the field re- 
cently, fell in with a group of field men 
that were about to hold a meeting to 
decide about an agent who was in ar- 
rears some $4,000. The manager was 
invited to sit in at the session. 

The field men talked at some length, 
apparently all being agreed that a trus- 
teeship should be arranged and the 
manager was handed a proposed trus- 
tee agreement to look over. Finally 
the manager, who had kept silent, was 
asked to express an opinion, and he 
spoke somewhat as follows: 

“I know how you men shudder when 
a manager criticises the way you do 
things, by telling you how it used to 
be done when he was in the field. 
Therefore I feel somewhat embarrassed, 
because I am compelled to tell you that 
when I was in the field we never con- 
sidered the idea of a trusteeship. Per- 
sonally I am bitterly opposed to the 
practice of trusteeing agencies. A very 
small proportion of the trusteed agen- 
cies work out and most of them get 
into the red even deeper. 


Procedure Is Outlined 


“Our procedure, and it got results, 
was to call the agent in, tell him what 
he owed us and ask him what he pro- 
posed to do about it. His answer would 
be that he didn’t have the money. We 
would say, ‘All right, there is only one 
thing for us to do. We will get in 
touch with all of your policyholders, 
who have not paid their premiums in 
the last six months, and collect direct 
from them. After we have done that, 
we will sell your agency for what we 
can get for it, and then we will sue you 
for the deficiency. The agent’s reply 
99 times out of a hundred was, ‘You 
can’t do that, because I have already 
collected from some of these policy- 
holders. To which we would reply, 





‘We know that and we are going to find 
out from which ones you have collected 
and from which ones you have not.’ 

“More times than not, the agent, real- 
izing we meant business, and that if he 
did not pay up, we would close him 
out and ruin him in his town, would 
dig up the money some place and pay 
his balance. It is surprising how many 
agents are able to pay up when real 
pressure is applied.” 


Agent Called In 


The field men decided, after some de- 
liberation, to try these tactics on the 
agent, concerning whom the session ‘vas 
being held. The agent was called in and 
the conversation went very much as 
the manager had outlined it. When 
the agent was told that he owed $4,000 
and that unless he paid up, the com- 
panies would take drastic action, he re- 
plied: “You can’t prosecute me. I 
had a financial interest in the premiums 
which I collected and you can’t do any- 
thing about it.” 

The spokesman for the field men’s 
committee said: “I know that we can’t 
prosecute you, because of a technicality 
in the law, but here is what we can 
do and what we are going to do.” 
Thereupon, he proceeded to outline the 
steps that would be taken, including di- 
rect circularization of policyholders and 
the sale of the agency. At this, the 
agent was flabbergasted, expressing 
amazement that such steps were con- 
templated and saying that this would 
ruin him. 

Within five days, a check for the full 
amount of the balance was received. 

The manager, who inspired this pro- 
cedure, feels that this incident proved 
that field men have perhaps been too 
quick to fall back on trusteeing agen- 
cies. When a trusteeship is put into 
effect, a considerable amount of work

that at some future date when most of 
the companies have cleared their agen- 
cies, the membership of those who still 
maintain mixed agencies will be chal- 
lenged. The latest action of the W.U.A, 
is not in the nature of calling the roll 
in that sense, but is a request for mem- 
bers to indicate whether they desire to 
continue as members of the Western 
Underwriters Association by complying 
with the separation qualification in Chi- 
cago. 

As a matter of fact, there has been no 
talk of any company withdrawing from 
the W.U.A., so the action can only be 
interpreted as a means of stirring the 
members to initiate separation. Whether 
the membership of any companies will 
be challenged soon after Sept. 10 de- 
pends pretty much on how the movement 
really gets under way. It is not likely 
that the roll will be called until most 
of the companies have taken some action 
and the field of non-conformers is nar- 
rowed considerably. 











is involved, and the field men can sub- 
mit lengthy reports to their managers. 
These reports, the managers do not care 
to read, but the field men feel that the 
making of the report should indicate to 
the manager that the problem has been 
tackled and work has been done. The 
manager would much rather see a check 
for the balance than a lengthy report 
on the sad state of affairs. The criti- 
cism is made that field men, too often, 
take it for granted that an agent is 
without resources. Somewhere, very 
often, there is a relative or some source 
of supply that can be tapped if the agent 
is brought sharply to time by the threat 
of being discredited in his community 
and among his customers.

For Over Fifty Years Good Friends of Local Agents 
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Offsetting the Compensation Loss Now 


THaT sooner or later the agents are 
faced with the prospect of losing all or 
more of their commissions on com- 
pensation business seems certain today. 
If the companies abandon compensation 
writing, then it is likely that the busi- 
ness will go to state funds. Although 
some of these funds, which are on a 
competitive basis, are paying limited 
commission to agents, it is not likely 
they would continue to do so when they 
become monopolistic. If the companies 
continue to write compensation, it seems 
certain that commissions will be re- 
duced. Companies and agents have 
been sparring on this point, the com- 
panies apparently giving consideration 
to alternative plans, but in reality work- 
ing toward the objective of reducing 
commissions. 

Therefore, with what seems to be a 
certain loss of income ahead, we believe 
that the agency with imagination 
should take steps today to compensate 
for the loss of compensation. When 
prohibition came some brewers threw 
in the sponge and retired. Others, more 
resourceful, turned to the making of 
near-beer, ginger-ale and other prod- 
ucts and some of them were highly 
successful. They had advance warning 
of what was to come and they had time 
to adapt their plant and organization to 
new enterprises. Some of them under- 
took to do that and the shock was con- 
siderably lessened. Others merely stood 
and took the blow. 

The situation of the local agent today 
is somewhat analogous. While a date 
has not been set for the prohibition of 
compensation, yet it is taken for granted 
by most of those in the casualty busi- 
ness that there will be such a day and 
that it is not far off. The local agent, 
under the circumstances, can either 
wait, do nothing, and take the loss stoic- 
ally or indignantly, or he can start now 
to build a volume of new business in 
some other line to take the place of his 
commissions on compensation. 

A good plan, we believe would be for 
the agent at once to segregate his in- 
come from compensation, at least men- 
tally, and regard that as a loss or at 


the most as something temporary. Then 
he should proceed to apply production 
effort in other directions, with the ob- 
jective of building up commissions in 
other lines equal to the compensation 
account. We once heard of an agent 
who put all of his commissions from 
political business in a separate account. 
This he regarded as something extra and 
temporary. He realized that all of it or 
most of it would go off the books at 
some time or another and so he dis- 
counted it at the outset. 

If much the same policy were adopted 
by an agency, so far as compensation is 
concerned, that would be likely to pro- 
vide a production stimulus. It would 
create a new business objective and 
cause the agency operator to survey his 


business, determine where production 
possibilities lie and apply production 
pressure. We believe that the agency 


which adopts this course should not 
merely decide that more new business is 
desired, but should decide just what 
class of business is to be sought and 
should prepare a real production drive 
for that line. Perhaps it will be ac- 
cident and health insurance, perhaps 
life insurance, perhaps residence bur- 
glary, or some of the inland marine 
lines. An agency is sure to find that it 
is weak in one or more of these depart- 
ments and where the line is weak, there 
the offensive should be directed. 

We believe that the agency will be 
far ahead, which seeks to offset the loss 
of compensation by increased production 
effort, rather than to spend its time wor- 
rying about how to salvage compensa- 
tion.

Lawyers’ Probe Is Explained 





Cuyahoga Bar Association Seeks to 
Prevent Companies From Taking 
Cases to Federal Court 





CLEVELAND, Aug. 15.—According 
to J. L. Stern, president of the Cuyahoga 
County Bar Association, which is mak- 
ing an investigation of insurance activi- 
ties in Ohio, many companies evade 
Ohio’s protective measures by taking 
their litigation to federal court. Such 
cases can be transferred if the claim is 
over $3,000 and a majority of foreign 
companies take advantage to keep them 
out of state courts, he states. 

Mr. Stern cites law No. 9563 of the 
general statutes of Ohio making the 
solicitor a direct agent of the company: 
“A person who solicits insurance and 
procures the application therefor, shall 
be held to be the agent of the party, 
company or association, thereafter issu- 
ing a policy upon such application or a 
renewal thereof, anything in the appli- 
cation or policy to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” Such a law recognizes the 
representations and promises of the so- 
licitor as binding but federal courts over- 
look state rulings of this kind and are 
concerned only with the written policy 
itself, Mr. Stern asserts. 

Thus, he argues, companies taking liti- 
gation out of the jurisdiction of the state 
evade the laws which they agreed to up- 
hold when they took out a license to 
onerate in the state. 

Mr. Stern advocates all companies in- 
cluding as a standard provision in their 
policies agreement to abide by the laws 
of, the state in which the policies are 
issued, no matter into what court the 
litigation is taken. 

“The Cuyahoga County Bar Associa- 
tion feels that it owes the public a real 
constructive service and the public needs 
guidance in the matter of insurance un- 
der existing conditions,” says Mr. Stern. 

“Evasion through federal court is but 
one of many evils. Insurance companies 
have poisoned the very minds of the 
people by treating them as dishonest, 
whereas the average person is not dis- 
honest. If companies would be sincere 
and classify the insured on their merits, 
they would not make the honest. person 
carry the dishonest. Why don’t they 
weed out the so-called dishonest claims? 
Because of the depression, many com- 
panies in the accident and casualty field 
tie up the insured through technicalities 
and get them to take much less than they 
have coming.’ 


Back Oshkosh Recovery Drive 


A special meeting of the Insurance 
Underwriters Association of Oshkosh, 
Wis., was called by Mrs. Myrtle B. 
West, president, with the largest attend- 
ance in many months, to hear Mavor 
Oaks discuss the civic drive for indus- 
trial recovery of Oshkosh. He outlined 
the plans of the campaign in which the 
cooperation of all local interests is being 
solicited. The board voted a contribu- 
tion of $100 to the campaign fund.

Program of Organizing County Boards 
Big Factor in Strengthening 
Association 





COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 15.—Indica- 
tions point to the largest convention ever 
held by the Ohio Association of Insur- 
ance Agents. Secretary John A. Lloyd 
said that the response to the preliminary 
announcements of the convention, which 
will be held in Columbus Sept. 25-26, is 
far beyond all expectations.

The local agents recently provided a 
30-day binder policy to cover municipal 
buildings and contents at the expiration 
of the insurance carried with the state 
fund.

Unless heavy rains come 
within a short time, it is said, a num- 
ber of the towns will be without an 
adequate water supply in the event of 
fire. In a number of places authorities 
have ordered the use of water curtailed. 
The situation in Springfield, O., it is 
stated, is much better from the fire- 
hazard standpoint than had been re- 
ported at first. 


No Drought Rate Raises 
DES MOINES, Aug. 15.—Rates will 


not be increased in cities where there is 
a water shortage, as the added risk is 
only temporary, R. E. McLain of the 
Iowa Insurance Service Bureau states. 

Wherever the companies have been 
advised of low water supply conditions, 
precautions have been urged upon pol- 
icyholders, McLain said.

Conflagration in Liberty, Mo. 


A conflagration last week in Liberty, 
Mo., involved two blocks on the edge 
of the main business district of that 
place. Reports are that 75 policyholders 
are affected, many of the losses being 
total. The total loss may amount to as 
much as $150,000. 

Seven buildings, including the Major 
hotel, were destroyed, and five were 
damaged before the fire was brought un- 
der control. Months of dry winds had 
made the buildings tinder-dry, and 
strong winds hindered fire fighting.

COUNCIL BLUFFS, IA., Aug. 15.—

$2,648, an average rate of $8.20 per $1,- 
000 of insurance. Hugh Blackwell of 
the J. R. Day & Co. agency, and J. F. 
McCargar of the Binder-McCargar 
agency, will supervise the writing of the 
policies. 


Waukegan Is Criticised 

The National Board, in a supplement- 
ary report on Waukegan, III., states that 
the water supply works are adequate 
and reliable and the system will deliver 
fair to good quantities for engine sup- 
ply in most districts. The fire depart- 
ment, previously reported as seriously 
undermanned, has been even further re- 
duced. The entire forcé on duty during 
vacations is sufficient only to provide 
standard night manning for one engine 
company. The number of companies, 
pumping capacity, heavy stream appli- 
ances, minor equipment, supply of re- 
liable hose and response to alarms are 
all insufficient. Any department oper- 
ating under such conditions may be ex- 
pected to lose morale and efficiency and 
not to be able to provide reasonable fire 
protection. The discontinuance of sup- 
ervision of building construction 
through the abolition of the building 
commissioner's office is a distinct back- 
ward step. 





Big Loss in Saginaw 


Loss estimated at $500,000 was caused 
by fire in the wholesale hardware plant 
of Morley Brothers at Saginaw, Mich., 
last Thursday. Insurance amounted to 
$600,000 and the loss is estimated at 80 
percent. The Hartford Fire carried the 
line, under a reporting form of cover.

Field Men Are Urged to Act 


Chairman Brundick Asks Conference to 
Oppose HOLC and CCC Insurance 
Placing Plans 








JACKSONVILLE, FLA., Aug. 15.— 
An instance of hearty support of agents 
on the part of company men is a letter 
from Chairman F. W. Brundick of the 
Florida field conference to members of 
that group, urging them to assist in 
every way the efforts of the agents to 
hold CCC and HOLC business. 

“It is imperative,” said Mr. Brundick, 
“that immediate steps be taken to pre- 
clude the loss of premiums that un- 
questionably will be written in a few 
companies at the direction of the HOLC 
and the CCC in Washington, which 
would be in contravention of the spirit 
of the administration’s recovery pro- 
gram. 

Solicit Political Support 


“You are urged to immediately com- 
municate with senators and representa- 
tives or any others with influence, in 
having the proposed plan of the Na- 
tional Association of Insurance Agents 
adopted. Discuss the situation fully 
with your agents and solicit their sup- 
port as the numerical and_ political 
strength of the insurance fraternity 
must be established without question in 
the minds of the powers that be.” 

President Payne Midyette of the 
Florida Local Agents Association is 
highly appreciative of this support and 
is pleased that so strong a group is 
lending strength to the cause that is 
agitating every agent whose business is 
in this way jeopardized. In the matter 
of the HOLC business Mr. Midyette, 
however, stated: “I am confident that 
this matter will be handled satisfac- 
torily to the agents.” 


New Orleans Complaint Is 
Given Attention of U. S. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—An in- 
quiry, it is indicated, is under way on 
the part of the Department of Justice 
following request for investigation of 
the activities of the New Orleans Insur- 
ance Exchange by the real estate board 
of that city. The real estate men com- 
plain that the rules of the insurance 
exchange prevent them from engaging 
in insurance. The inquiry will deter- 
mine whether there is need for further 
action. 

Officials of the department refused to 
discuss the situation, it being the gov- 
ernment’s policy not to divulge informa- 
tion regarding investigations requested 
Or under way. 


Banks Gives Up Fight 


Banks, Pattilo & Co., established in 
1931 at Fordyce, Ark., by A. B. Banks, 
former president of the Home com- 
panies of Arkansas, has filed notice of 
dissolution. After the collapse of his in- 
surance and banking organization, Mr. 
Banks founded the agency at Fordyce, 
his former home, expecting to make it 
the starting point on the way back. 








Salvage From Schenley Loss 


Strange as it may seem, the insurance 
companies are likely to get about $30,000 
net salvage from the loss to the Schen- 
ley liquor warehouses in Lexington, Ky. 
When the ruins were first surveyed, the 
loss appeared to be just about as nearly 
total as any loss could be. However, the 
adjusters were eager to find a few bottles 
in order to have the contents analyzed. 
They started to excavate and altogether 
uncovered 737 cases or 4,422 gallons. 
Much difficulty was encountered in get- 
ting this salvaged liquor released by the 
government, but that hurdle has now 





been crossed and either the last part of 
this week or early next week a private 
sale of the liquor is scheduled. It will 
be sold to the highest bidder.

Seek Oil Mill Rate Case

supplies of cottonseed oil and its prod- 
ucts, has been set for public hearing 
Aug. 23. The me was submitted 
to the commission by A. J. Escude of 
Mansura, La., chairman of the insurance 
committee of the Louisiana Cottonseed 
Crushers Association. 





Join to Promote Stock Coverage 


RICHMOND, Aug. 15.—A _ joint 
committee of the Fire Insurance Field 
Club of Virginia and the Virginia As- 
sociation of Insurance Agents will hold 
a meeting soon to work out a plan for 
promoting the sale of stock insurance 
in competition with mutuals and recip- 
rocals. The plan will be along the line 
of one recently mapped out in North 
Carolina. B. P. Carter, D. L. Coul- 
bourn and J. A. Belmour will represent 
the field men on the joint committee. 
Representatives of the agents will be 
selected by the executive committee of 
the Virginia association. 





Financing Full-Time Secretary 

That the Florida Local Underwriters 
Association will soon be in a position 
to employ a full-time secretary now 
seems certain. Members have already 
contributed over $3,000 for that purpose 
and several of the boards in the larger 
cities have not yet reported. 

The contributions were stimulated by 
President Payne H. Midyette during a 
week’s trip down the east coast.

Discretionary Power Needed 


Insurance Director Bakes of Idaho Con- 
tends Authorities Should Be Per- 
mitted to Exercise Judgment 








Unless the insurance commissioner is 
given greater discretionary power in 
licensing agents and companies, relief 
from demoralized competitive condi- 
tions in insurance will not come. This 
opinion was expressed by W. H. Bakes, 
director of insurance of Idaho, in a re- 
cent address before the annual meeting 
of the Idaho Association of Insurance 
Agents. 

Mr. Bakes contended that it is not 
sufficient for the companies and agents 
merely to meet the minimum require- 
ments of the law. Service of the high- 
est order must be performed. Too many 
concerns are organized for promotional 
purposes only, he said. They have no 
idea of becoming a part of the economic 
system or of rendering a public service. 
Such concerns should be required to 
show where and how they can actually 
improve conditions and render a needed 
service. 

Mr. Bakes expressed the belief that if 
one-half of the present insurance com- 
panies would go out of existence, the

New Denver Building Code 
Has Now Been Completed 


DENVER, Aug. 15.—This city’s fire 
map will be radically changed under a 
new building code just completed by a 
special committee, which has been work- 
ing with Building Inspector Hedgecock 
for 18 months. The committee has sub- 
mitted its recommendations to the city 
council, and discussion is scheduled to 
begin about Sept. 1. 

The new code follows in general the 
standard code of the Pacific Coast Build- 
ing Officials Conference. 

Under the old code, the Number 1 or 
inner fire district covered a large part 
of the older residential section, thus 
making it impossible to create or enforce 
purely commercial restrictions. On the 
new map, Number 1 district covers only 
the “high value” sections and only per- 
mits fireproof and slow-burning mill type 














construction. Certain hazardous occu- 
pancies are entirely prohibited here. 

The Number 2 or auxiliary district is 
materially reduced in size. To provide 
barriers against the spread of fires into 
the high-value districts, masonry walls 
and fire-retardant roof coverings are re- 
quired. Main arteries such as Broad- 
way and Colfax are included in this dis- 
trict. 

The area covered by the number 3 or 
middle district remains about the same 
as present, but the following changes 
are recommended: to permit wood cov- 
ered gables instead of requiring stucco, 
to permit frame porches, to permit ma- 
sonry veneered construction over a wood 
frame. 

The old “outer” districts are elimi- 
nated entirely. 

L. A. Barley, chief engineer for the 
Mountain States Inspection Bureau, was 
one of the most active committee mem- 
bers.

Blanket HOLC Casualty 
Coverage Is Now Proposed 





The Arkansas Association of Insur- 
ance Agents has submitted to the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation a_ blanket 
form for indemnity bonds for contractors 
engaged on repair, reconditioning and 
modernization work in behalf of the 
HOLC. Plans for this bond were worked 
out in cooperation with J. R. Fordyce, 
Arkansas supervisor for the recondition 
division of the HOLC. Mr. Fordyce was 
in Chicago recently conferring with Al- 
lan I. Wolff, president National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents, and E. J. Cole, 
chairman executive committee of that 
organization. 

The HOLC suggested that contractors 
carry compensation and liability insur- 
ance to protect the home owner against 
suits that might be filed against the 
contractor and affect his ability to com- 
plete the job. The Arkansas plan also 
contemplates protecting the borrower 
with liability insurance. 

In Arkansas there is no compensa- 
tion law and so the question of liability 





insurance is somewhat confused. The 
relatively small size of reconditioning 
work and its scarcity in thinly populated 
areas would make it expensive for the 
contractor to pay even a minimum pre- 
mium if insurance could be obtained. 

The U.S. F. & G. is the only company 
operating in Arkansas that has indicated 
willingness to provide insurance based 
on the Fordyce plan.

Biggest Single Factor Is Believed 
to Be Deterioration of 
Properties 


RESULT OF DEPRESSION 


Line Which in the Past Always Pro- 
duced Good Profit Is Now 
Turning Sour 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The marked 
increase in rates for owners’, landlords’ 
and tenants’ insurance, which became et- 
fective virtually the country over Aug. 4, 
emphasized the change in the loss rec- 
ord that has taken place in this type 
of coverage in recent years. In earlier 
times the line was a profitable one for 
the carrriers, to such extent that it was 
depended upon to help out other divi- 
sions of the business in which excessive 
loss ratios were the general rule. 

While various causes were ascribed by 
General Manager J. A. Beha of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty & Surety Un- 
derwriters for the steadily mounting 
cost of O. L. & T. the past few years, 
the most important doubtless was the 
great depression in real estate values. 
Most of the large mercantile and apart- 
ment buildings are mortgaged heavily, 
requiring substantial annual interest and 
amortization payments, as well as 
charges for taxes and special assess- 
ments of various kinds. While owners 
of the properties could meet their fixed 
obligations, cover operating charges and 
still have a fair profit while general 
business conditions were normal, once 
the era of depression set in the situa- 
tion was reversed. Tenants insisted 
upon rental reductions, others fell be- 
hind in their payments while not a few 
defaulted altogether. 


Refused to Make Repairs 


With incomes heavily reduced, land- 
lords either could not afford or at least 
refused to make customary building re- 
pairs; properties deteriorated, creating 
hazards which caused numerous acci- 
dents to tenants and others. The extent 
of the injuries was almost invariably ex- 
aggerated. 

Most of the claims from both office 
and residence buildings originate in falls 
on stairs or in hallways. One of the 
casualty companies advised its assured 
of a series of building improvements, the 
adoption of which would reduce the acci- 
dent hazard. It found that because of 
the expense the suggested improvements 
were ignored. It then confined its rec~ 
ommendations to two essential changes, 
neither or both of which would entail 
the spending of much money. ' Here the 
result was more satisfactory, property- 
owners being willing to make improve- 
ments obviously desirable, where the 
cost was small.

Compensation Council Will 
Establish Michigan Bureau 


CARRIERS ALL APPROVE MOVE 


Plan for Handling Business in That 
State Adopted at Conference Called 
By Commissioner 


DETROIT, Aug. 15.—Compensation 
business in Michigan will be adminis- 
tered by the National Council on Com- 
pensation Insurance as soon as it can 
establish a branch in the state, repre- 
sentatives of the stock and mutual com- 
pensation carriers decided at a confer- 
ence here. 

Commissioner Gauss presided and 40 
company representatives attended the 
session, which was held at the sugges- 
tion of the commissioner in an effort to 
iron out the present unsatisfactory sit- 
uation in the compensation field here. 
Ralph Wade, deputy commissioner, 
opened the conference with a summing 
up of conditions in the state. He pointed 
out that excessive loss ratios have been 
piling up in recent years, due largely to 
rate cutting by some companies and the 
efforts of others to meet this competi- 
tion by equity or judgment rating, a 
practice that was outlawed by the com- 
missioner as of July 

Solidly Behind Move 


In the general discussion several 
speakers urged that a strict rate regula- 
tion should be promulgated as a means 
of bringing the compensation lines back 
to a reasonably profitable status. Asked 
for an expression of opinion on enforced 
rate regulation, the company representa- 
tives were shown to be solidly behind 
the move. : 

It was pointed out that the National 
Council is in a favorable position to 
handle inspections, rating, stamping and 
general supervision of the business 
through a Michigan branch office, as it 
is now doing in some 16 other states. 
It was shown that the National Coun- 
cil could handle the work at a saving of 
perhaps $60,000 to $75,000 a year as 
compared with a voluntary Michigan 
bureau. Harry Richardson of the Na- 
tional Council announced that his or- 
ganization is willing to undertake the 
task. 

Rates would be promulgated by the 


Michigan branch based on experience 


and conditions in this state and the 
branch manager would be given full 
power to handle the business without 
having to refer each move to headquar- 
ters in New York. Should a dispute 
arise between the branch manager and 
One or more carriers, it would be re- 
ferred to headquarters for settlement. 
The meeting approved the establishment 
of the National Council branch. 
Steering Committee Named 


A steering committee to handle ar- 
rangements was appointed immediately, 
consisting of Harry Richardson, Na- 
tional Council; William Leslie, National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under-

PROGRAM IS TAKING SHAPE 


Finishing Touches to Be Put on Con- 
tract Next Week by Special Bar 
Association Committee 


The program looking to rather uni- 
versal adoption of a standard automo- 
bile liability policy by insurance com- 
panies of all classes is rapidly taking 
shape. During the convention of the 
International Association of Insurance 
Counsel in French Lick, Ind., next 
week, the automobile committee of the 
insurance section of the American Bar 
Association will hold sessions. The fin- 
ishing touches will then be put on the 
policy, which that committee together 
with a joint committee of the National 
3ureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers and American Mutual Atiome 
and representatives of various indepen- 
dent insurers have been drafting. 

Competitive Considerations Absent 


Then the lawyers’ automobile commit- 
tee will report to the Bar Association at 
its convention in Milwaukee the follow- 
ing week. Also at Milwaukee the cause 
of the standard policy is likely to be ad- 
vanced in the address by W. S. Pope, 
casualty commissioner of Texas. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Pope 
held a conference in Chicago with the 
various interests that have been working 
on the standard policy. Texas is pretty 
much the key state, because use of a 
standard policy is being required there. 
Very likely the policy that is framed 
for use in Texas will be the standard 
policy nationwide. 

Insurance companies of various 
classes are falling in line with the pro- 
gram. The deliberations have been

Some Benefit to Insurance 


It is held by some underwriters that 
adoption of legislation of this type 
would serve to check the tendency to 
enlarge benefits under compensation 
statutes, and transfer to special divi- 
sions of the state or national govern- 
ment, responsibility for compensating 
industrial workers suffering from occu- 
pational diseases, instead of saddling 
the entire liability upon employers. In 
recent months the tendency to include 
as compensable injuries caused by the 
so-called “occupational diseases” has 
been so pronounced that industry has 
become considerably exercised over the 
matter. 

It is further felt that if assured of 
compensation in periods of unemploy- 
ment, the incentive of workers to ma- 
linger, a condition which has been ag- 
gravated for several years, would be 
largely removed, and loss claims against 
compensation carriers would be consid- 
erably reduced. On the other hand 
some hard headed underwriters maintain 
that no improvement is to be expected 
in the compensation business regardless 
of how many official laws are adopted. 

Council Sends Questionnaire 


That unemployment insurance will be 
favored either by Congress or by cer- 
tain states, within the next few months, 
is generally conceded, the only specula- 
tion being as to the exact form the 
legislation is likely to take. Sensing the 
drift, the Business & Planning Council 
recently addressed a questionnaire to 
leading business organizations and firms 
throughout the country, seeking infor- 
mation upon which to frame its own 
policy upon the subject.

Special Plan of Liability Rating Follows 
Method of Handling Compensa- 
tion on Building Wrecking 





NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Coverage 
under contractors’ public liability polli- 
cies issued by members of the National 


Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers, has been extended to include 
demolition work for slum clearance in 
this city. Under the broadened cover- 
age the interests of the City of New 
York Tenement House Commission, 


the New York City Housing Authority 
and the contractor charged with the 
demolition work are protected from loss 


under the law imposing liability for 
damages because of accidental injury or 
death suffered by any person, save an 
employe of the policyholder. 

New York City as a rule does not 
carry insurance, but in this case the 
close relationship between the three 


parties at interest is such as to induce 
the casualty companies to extend the 
coverage without additional premium. 
Arrangements for demolition work are 
made by the two governing depart- 
ments, the buildings being conveyed to 
the City of New York which assigns 
contractors to wreck the structures and 
remove the debris. The special plan 
of rating applies to these projects only. 
It has been approved by the insurance 
department. It is the same as that ap- 
plied to workmen’s compensation cov- 
erage on building wrecking here; the 
rate being predicated upon the cubic 
content of a building. It supersedes 
rates on a payroll basis. Accompanying 
the rating formula is the statement that 
the portion of the compensation rating 
plan relating to sub-contracted opera- 
tions, does not apply to public liability.

MacDonell from the Minneapolis firm, 
which became known as Hood & Penney. 

In 1900 when the Ocean Accident 
branched out into all casualty lines, 
Hood & Penney took on the representa- 
tion of that company and Mr. Hood had 
been connected with the Ocean Accident 
ever since. 

In 1912 Mr. Penney died and the 
agency was incorporated under the title 
of the Hood Agency. 

Mr. Hood was active in the Nationa*

Standard Policy Finds 
Favor With All Interests

marked by an absence of competitive 
maneuvering. The independents, some 
of whom are using policies with various 
restrictions, have been consulted and 
they have not objected to a policy of 
standard terms and phraseology, pro- 
vided the contract is not so framed as 
to make it impossible for them to do 
business. 

Companies of all classes apparently 
are anxious to avoid becoming subject 
to a statutory policy, which would likely 
be accompanied by rate regulation, and 
hence are cooperating to draft a policy 
which will squelch any legislative 
clamor. 

Competitive Considerations 


From the competitive point of view 
the standard companies probably feel 
they would benefit from a_ situation 
whereunder the cut raters woud be re- 
quired to issue a liberal contract with- 
out restrictions. However, so far as 
can be determined, the cut raters are 
not alarmed on this score. They feel 
that they can continue to operate suc- 
cessfully by confining their writings to 
those territories where bureau com- 
panies are able to break even or make a 
profit, cut the rate, reduce the commis- 
sion and make a further cut in the re- 
newal commissions, so that the net 
premium to them is as nearly the same 
as to the bureau companies as possible. 
The independens seem to be less con- 
cerned about being maneuvered into the 
position of adopting a standard policy 
than they do at the prospect of state 
rate regulation. They appreciate that 
if they do not go along on this more 
or less voluntary standard policy pro- 
gram, various states are likely to im- 
pose a statutory policy and throw in rate 
regulation for good measure. Although 
the independents could file deviations 
in rate controlled states, they do not 
relish being fettered. F urthermore they 
feel that rate increases are practically 
impossible to obtain in regulated states.

MILWAUKEE BENEFITS CITED 





Lewis Says Local Boards Have Over. 
come Problems in Fire Insurance— 
Should Turn to Casualty 


F, J. Lewis, who was recently re- 
elected president of the Milwaukee 
Board of Casualty & Surety Under- 


writers, at the beginning of the second 
year of the existence of that organiza- 
tion, has issued a statement commend- 
ing to other cities the formation of sim- 
ilar bodies. He points out that the pro- 
ducing end of the fire business has be- 
come so organized that many serious 
difficulties of agents have been over- 
come. However, there is much to be 
accomplished in the casualty and sur- 
ety branch to improve the production 
standard. 

He points out that with less than 500 
legitimate casualty and surety produc- 
ing agents in Milwaukee, the number of 
those actually licensed was in excess of 
2,500. That means that some 2,000 
people were securing a commission on 
business about which they knew or 
cared little. He estimates that these 
part time, indifferent producers, diverted 
about $200,000 of premiums from estab- 
lished full time agencies. The Mil- 
waukee casualty organization has been 
seeking to eliminate bad practices and 
at the same time enable the companies 
mere economically and efficiently to 
acquire, underwrite, supervise and col- 
lect for their business. He feels that 
the companies should be sympathetic 
with this type of activity where it does 
not infringe on company prerogatives. 


H. F. Legg Promoted 


H. F. Legg has been appointed as- 
sistant vice-president of the eastern 
department of the Fireman’s Fund In- 
demnity, and will aid Vice-President R. 

He formerly was man- 
ager of the bonding department, in 
which post he is succeeded by W 
Caudill, who becomes an assistant sec- 
retary.

Loyal Protective Producers Meet 


W. B. Cornett, field director of the 
Loyal Protective for Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana and West Virginia, had charge 
of an agency meeting at Columbus, O., 
attended by more than 40 producers of 
the state. 

Vice-President E. B. Fuller addressed 
the meeting. Similar gatherings have 
been held in Cleveland, Detroit and In- 
dianapolis the past week.

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Non-Conference Auto Men 
Form Illinois Organization 


c. L. MORRIS IS PRESIDENT 


Independents Brought Together Because 
of Insistence of Compensation Wri- 
ters on Obtaining Collateral Lines 


The move among non-conference com- 
panies writing automobile insurance to 
form an entente has now extended to 
Illinois. Efforts to bring the non-con- 
ference companies together have been 
made in New Jersey, Ohio and Indiana. 
On the coast a real organization has 
been perfected. at 

The Illinois movement was _ initiated 
by George E. Traut, secretary of the 
Indiana Automobile Insurors Associa- 
tion. ; 

Among the factors prompting non- 
conference companies to form an organ- 
ization is the increasingly rigid require- 
ment of the multiple line casualty com- 
panies that collateral business be placed 
with them when they write compensa- 
tion insurance, and the likelihood that 
a standard automobile liability policy will 
soon be adopted by most of the larger 
companies and may be required, under 
statute or departmental ruling, in sev- 
eral other states in addition to Texas 
and West Virginia. 


Preliminary Meeting Held 


At a preliminary meeting in Bloom- 
ington, Ill., a number of companies were 
represented, among them being the 
American States of Indianapolis, Capitol 
Mutual of Springfield, Ill, Central Mu- 
tual of Chicago, Commercial Standard 
f Texas, Economy Auto of Freeport, 
Ill, Farmers Auto of Pekin, Gulf of 
Dallas, Illinois National Casualty of 
Springfield, Madison County Mutual, 
Motor Vehicle Casualty, Standard Mu- 
tual, State Farm Mutual, Suburban Auto, 
Union Auto Indemnity of Bloomington 
and Utilities of St. Louis. C. L. Mor- 
ris of the Illinois National Casualty was 
temporary chairman and_ was _ later 
elected president. 

G. J. Mecherle, president of the State 
Farm Mutual of Bloomington, described 
the situation in Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, saying the tendency is toward unt- 
form rate legislation. In Texas there are 
rigid requirements applying to every 
class of company. Since the stock com- 
panies occupy the dominant position, the 
policy, he contended, is basically a stock 
contract and the mutual companies, in 
making the mutual conditions a part of 
the policy, must use the endorsement 
prescribed by the state. The phraseol- 
ogy of all other endorsements must be 
that prescribed by the state. He pre- 
dicted that the movement for state regu- 
lation of rates would increase and he 
contended that by depriving the compa- 
nies of the opportunity of promulgating 
their own rates, competition would be 
stifled. 

Traut Elected Secretary 


The assembly proceeded towards set- 
ting up an organization and elected Mr. 
Traut secretary. The companies agreed 
to be assessed $10 to defray the expenses 
of the association. 

Suggestion was made that a bulletin 
be sent to companies on the average 
rates now being charged by the non- 
conference companies and that a com- 
mittee be appointed to secure the ideas 
of non-conference companies as to what 
the objectives of the association should 
be and prepare a set of rules and regu- 
lations. That motion prevailed and a 
committee was Ss consisting of

Mr. Traut suggested that the non-con- 
conference companies would benefit by 
patronizing experienced independent ad- 
justers located at strategic points, plac- 
ing their business through one office.

Decision was reached not to have the 
association sponsor a movement in be- 
half of uniform rates but to permit any 
of the individual company members, if 
they so desire, to get together on this 
practice.

Higher Bus Limits Advocated 


TRENTON, Aug. 15.—The recom- 
mendation made to Governor Moore of 
New Jersey by the public utilities com- 
mission, that insurance coverage be in- 
creased on buses operating in New 
Jersey, has raised a storm of protests 
among bus operators. 

The commission has recommended that 
the insurance coverage on buses carry- 
ing between eight and ten passengers be 
from $5,000 to a minimum of $20,000; 
$40,000 for buses carrying 11 to 20 pas- 
sengers and over that $75,000. Many 
operators of buses who are not self-in- 
surers have provided coverage of $15,000 
and $20,000. Others, the report states, 
have unlimited liability coverage. 





World Fair Contest Staged 


Approximately 50 agents of the Lum- 
bermen’s Mutual Casualty will be guests 
of the company at the world fair this 
fall for a period of four days, with all 
expenses paid. They are the winners of 
a world fair contest which is to be de- 
termined by the net premium increase 
in all lines over the same period last 
year, April 1 to September 15, the dura- 
tion of the contest. The agents are di- 
vided into seven groups according to the 
size of the town in which they reside. 


Value of Casualty Claims 
Found to Be Increasing 


CREDIT COMPANY STABILITY 


Attorneys Are More Disposed to Wait 
Now That the Wave of Company 
Failures Has Receded 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Companies 
that analyze their trends carefully find 
that in thé last few months the value 
of claims has been increasing. Some 
observers are inclined to ascribe that de- 
velopment to the fact that the wave of 
casualty company failures has receded 
and there is a general feeling that prac- 
tically all of the large companies, which 
are now in business, are likely to re- 
main. 

Last year and the year before when 
several of the larger casualty companies 
were collapsing and the entire casualty 
business was in turmoil, the going com- 
panies were able to effect settlement 
with attorneys on a most satisfactory 
basis. A good many attorneys had been 
financing their clients, paying their med- 
ical bills and court costs. The attor- 
neys were alarmed, fearing that the 
company against which they were bring- 
ing action, might fail and they were 
eager to accept enough money to cover 


their advances to their clients. Now, 
however, with the casualty situation 
more composed, the lawyers are no 


longer nervous about the welfare of the 
companies and they are training their 
sights higher, being willing to wait in 
the prospect of getting in a few months 
more from the company than they could 
get by a settlement today. 

Another development noted by some 
of the companies is that casualty cases 
are getting back more into the hands 
of professional personal injury attor- 
neys. That situation seems to reflect 
the increased activity and the improve- 
ment in collections in other types ot 
litigation and discord. During the 
worst of the depression, many genera! 
practitioners took on personal injury 
cases, more or less as an emergency 
measure. Now, however, they are going 
back to types of litigation which they 
prefer and are leaving the field pretty 
free to the professional personal injury 
men and ambulance chasers. The com- 
panies would really rather deal with a 
general practitioner than with the ambu- 
lance chasing type, who knows all the 
tricks. 


Reservations for Casualty 


Cruise Now Total 215 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15—The number 
of reservations for the joint convention 
and cruise to Bermuda of the Interna- 
tional Association of Casualty & Surety 
Underwriters and National Association 
of Casualty & Surety Agents, Oct. 10-15 
now totals 215. Deposits have accom- 
panied all of these reservations. Those 
in charge of the junket are eager to 
obtain between 300 and 400 reservations, 
since if that number is obtained there 
is a pretty good chance that the party 
will have exclusive use of the ship. 





Sidelight on Malingering 


An interesting sidelight on the mal- 
ingering problem, as it developed in the 
depression, is found in “Solidarity,” of- 
ficial organ of the Workmen’s Sick & 
Death Benefit Fund of Brooklyn. 

“Want and distress cause sickness,” 
this publication states. “Members who 
recuperated, but found themselves with- 
out work, continued on the sick list as 
long as possible. So we had tremendous 
deficits in all classes. Branch 156 and 
all other branches can begin immediately 
with the propaganda that should enable 
us to carry the funds of all classes in 





one common sick and accident fund.” 








Real Life Auto Accident 
Cases Cited by “Pioneer” 





Real life cases of automobile accidents 
are presented by the Employers group 
in its publication, “The Pioneer,” in an 
ll-page article calculated to furnish 
agents and brokers material with which 
to spread information about the con- 
stantly mounting toll of automobile 
accidents. Qne is the well-known com- 
bination of gasoline and liquor in which 
a delivery wagon driver stopped over- 
long in one place for refreshments and 
injured several people on his return trip. 

In another case a driver backed a 
passenger car over a low curb, striking 
a child riding a tricycle on the side- 
walk. This also is a typical accident, 
many people failing to look back when 
they operate the car in reverse. 


Speed Relative Factor 


The article makes the point that the 
proper speed at which a car is being 
driven depends not so much upon 
speedometer indication as upon other 
conditions such as wet or slippery roads, 
heavy traffic, uneven highway, curves, 
etc. High speed between intersections 
may ‘be comparatively harmless, whereas 
a fairly low speed at cross intersections 
may be entirely too fast. 

Visibility is another important factor. 
Rain or frost on windshield makes visi- 
bility poor. One driver failed to make 
a sharp curve and struck a car coming 
the other way. Many drivers have the 
false impression anyone else on the road 
will react to various traffic conditions 
exactly as they would under similar 
circumstances; that sight and hearing of 
all pedestrians and automobile drivers is 
as good as or better than their own. 

Another frequent cause of accidents 
is lack of attention and concentration, 
looking around when the eyes should be 
straight forward. A margin of a sec- 
ond may mean the difference between a 
fatal accident and avoidance of a crash. 


Overcrowding Dangerous 


Overcrowding cars causes many acci- 
dents, making it difficult for the driver 
to keep the car in control and making a 
major catastrophe out of what might be 
only a minor collision. 

Physical deficiencies of some people 

make it difficult for them to operate cer- 
tain cars. Faulty equipment on auto- 
mobiles and trucks is a contributing fac- 
tor to many accidents, the most impor- 
tant single item being brakes. There 
have been several severe accidents re- 
cently, some fatal, on account of drivers 
falling asleep at the wheel. Careful time 
schedules are maintained by all reliable 
bus companies to make sure the drivers 
will not be subject to unusual fatigue. 
_ The “one eyed” car, or the one which 
is parked without lights, creates a very 
real hazard. The car driver who makes 
up his mind he wants to do something 
and proceeds to do it without warning 
anyone else of his intention always is a 
traffic problem. 

To continue driving in a heavy thun- 
der shower often is dangerous. It is 
safest to stop and wait a few minutes, 
the “Pioneer” comments. Over-confi- 
dence in the car causes many accidents. 
Owners of new cars frequently feel that 
tires, brake mechanism, etc., are in good 
adjustment merely because they have not 
been used much. This cannot be taken 
for granted. 

The most worth while accident pre- 
vention work which can be done is now 
being done in public schools, the arti- 
cle states. Small children always have 
been a nightmare to conscientious mo- 
torists. Many children are being taught 
to take care of themselves in crossing 
streets. However there are thousands 
of children of pre-school age whose par- 
ents have not yet given them warning. 
Driving at a comparatively reasonable 
rate of speed may be dangerous in such 
cases. What is needed is extreme cau- 
tion whenever children are in sight, or 
in any event on narrow residential 
streets.

FERA Issue Yet Unsettled 


With Wisconsin Courts Holding Work- 
ers Not Under Compensation, Legis- 


lature May Be Asked to Act 








MILWAUKEE, Aug. 15.—Although 
the Wisconsin supreme court has re- 
cently held that emergency relief work- 
ers are not subject to compensation for 
injuries under the Wisconsin compensa- 
tion act, there is a possibility that the 
federal government may take steps to 
force municipalities to provide other in- 
surance for emergency workers or face 
cancellation of work programs. The fed- 
eral government requires that every per- 
son hired under its emergency relief 
programs shall have the right to com- 
pensation in case of injury. 

Milwaukee solved’ the — difficulty 
through adoption by the council of a 
resolution providing that emergency em- 
ployes should be considered as regular 
city employes, thereby giving them full 
compensation rights. This plan has in- 
terested the Wisconsin industrial com- 
mission and FERA officials. As some 
other communities are unwilling to fol- 
low the precedent of Milwaukee because 
of the additional expense involved, the 
next legislature may be asked to pass a 
statute compelling all local government 
units to consider emergency workers as 
regular city employes, so far as com- 
pensation rights are concerned. 


Milwaukee county agreed to furnish 


medical treatment for injured relief 
workers, but plans for providing work- 
men’s compensation insurance were 


dropped following the recent supreme 
court decision that municipalities were 





not liable. The case involved the death 
from injury of a worker in Milwaukee 
county. 





Many Municipalities Are 
Among the Rejected Risks 


In the various states where rejected 
risk plans are in effect, companies find 
that a considerable proportion ot the as- 
signed risks are municipalities. Munict- 
palities are being turned loose by the 
companies and are being rejected as new 
business for two principal reasons, In 
the first place, the municipality does not 
have collateral lines to offer and in the 
second place, the problem of the relief 
worker is very often involved. In the 
smaller municipalities, there is a further 
complicating factor in that considerable 
road work is done by farmers for re- 
mission of taxes. The status of the 
farmer is always in doubt. When the 
compensation line is placed, he is always 
regarded as an independent contractor 
but when he is injured, there is always a 
claim put forth that he is an employe. 


Consider Proposal to Set - 
Limits in Section 1 (B) 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The National 

3ureau of Casualty & Surety Underwri- 
ters is giving consideration to the pro- 
posal to place limits on the coverage 
under section 1 (B) of the compensa- 
tion policy. This is the section of the 
policy which covers everything except 
straight compensation. There are those 
who feel that placing limits on the 
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amount that may be recovered under 
that section would be something of a 
safeguard in view of the occupational 
disease situation. 


Anti-Silicosis Blower Advertised 


Interest is taken by casualty people 
in the advertisement in a recent issue 
of the magazine, “Fortune” by the 
American Radiator Company, in behalf 
of a blower to remove the dust causing 
silicosis. This is believed to be the 
first time a device designed to prevent 
occupational disease has been advertised 
in a general and prominent way in a 
popular publication. It indicates that 
the matter of occupational disease is 
getting increased attention from indus- 
trialists and the public. 


Protest Rates on FERA Projects 

SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 15.—‘“The 
matter of compensation premiums is one 
for the actuaries to decide,” said Gov- 
ernor Blood of Utah in replying to let- 
ters from the mayors of several Utah 
cities protesting strongly against ex- 
cessively high premiums on FERA pro- 
jects. The governor, however, turned 
over the protests to the industrial com- 
mission. 


Rate Revisions Up 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Proposed 
rate revisions for workmen’s compensa- 
tion coverage in Minnesota were consid- 
ered at a meeting in Minneapolis yester- 
day, while a gathering to review rates in 
Wisconsin was held at Milwaukee re- 
cently. Revised compensation rates predi- 
cated on the completed experience for 
policy years 1931 and 1932 have been 
prepared by the regional committees of 
the National Council on Compensation 
Insurance and will shortly be filed in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Okla- 
homa, Colorado and Utah.

Trouble Over License Bonds 


Michigan Surety Association Wants 
Towner Bureau to Fix Specific 
Ratings in Certain Cities 








DETROIT, Aug. 15.—The Surety As- 
sociation of Michigan at a meeting here 
adopted a resolution recommending that 
the Towner Rating Bureau study the li- 
cense bond situation in suburban cities 
and towns around Detroit and in cer- 
tain cities throughout the state and 
establish specific ratings for such bonds 
for each of the communities affected. 

It was brought out that the license 
bond situation in these centers has been 
growing steadily more unsatisfactory 
and is in grave need of correction. 
Plumber,’, electricians’ and similar li- 
cense bonds are now covered under a 
general classification by the bureau for 
the entire territory. Persons seeking 
these license bonds have been “shop- 
ping” for them, and many carriers 
have been quoting various rates with- 
out the benefit of sufficient experience in 
the respective communities to guide 
them. 

Surety men hope that the Towner Bu- 
reau will see fit to establish rates for 
the various types of license bonds for 
such suburbs as Grosse Pointe, Dear- 
born, Ecorse, Wyandotte, River Rouge, 
frenton, Ferndale and Royal Oak and 
for the outstate cities in which the sit- 
uation has become objectionable to the 
surety companies generally. Little diffi- 
culty of this sort has been experienced 
in Detroit.

Except 
perhaps in a few individual cases, there 


has been no abuse of the clause. The 
great percentage of claims filed under

To Ratify Reinsurance 


A special meeting of stockholders of 
the United of Chicago has been called 
for Sept. 10, formally to ratify a con- 
tract whereby the weekly premium busi- 
ness and the monthly and commercial 
health and accident business of the com- 
pany in Michigan was taken over by the 
Great Northern Life of Chicago. 

This reinsurance was effected at the 
time capital of the United was reduced 
to $200,000, inasmuch as Michigan re- 
quires $300,000 capital for all companies 
transacting life, health and accident busi- 
ness. The reinsurance was actually ef- 
fected on March 6, 1933, but it was then 
declared to have been impossible to de- 
termine upon a fair consideration to be 
paid by the Great Northern for this busi- 
ness. 

Now the contract to be ratified by the 
stockholders provides that the Great 
Northern starting Sept. 10 would pay 
the United 3 percent of its gross collec- 
tions within Michigan on the weekly pre- 
mium and monthly and commercial 
health and accident business written or 
renewed within that territory by the S. 


J. Arcaris agency until the total amount 
of the payment amounts to $12,000. 


Midland Casualty Licensed 


The Midland Casualty of Omaha, a 
mutual, has been licensed in Nebraska. 
It was incorporated by Paul Havens, 
formerly secretary of the Equity Life 
of Omaha, absorbed by the Service Life, 
and C. S. Nelson, who has been a spe- 
cial agent in Omaha for several com- 
panies, It is planned to write only 
health and accident for the present.

K. S. Kirby, field representative of 
the accident ‘department of the Con- 
necticut General Life, was in Cincinnati, 
last week. From there he visited the 
offices in Dayton and _ Indianapolis. 
There has been an increase of 15 per- 
cent in the number of accident policies 
sold by the company so far this year 
and the total premium volume is up 7 
percent. The men are selling a good 
number of the accident policies that do 
not have the partial disability or double 
indemnity provision.

The increased activity of attorneys in 
pressing claims for trivial injuries has 
also been a big factor. 

As a result of an investigation here, 
launched by the courts, many shyster 
lawyers were driven from town, doubt- 
less changing their base of operations 
to other cities. 

To such extent did losses under O. 
L. & T. covers in this city grow a num- 
ber of years ago, that the carriers ceased 
writing the indemnity for term periods, 
experience having demonstrated the need 
for rate revision each 12 months instead 
of at the end of three years. 

The growing congestion of people in 
department stores, theaters and other 
public places, inevitably increased the lia- 
bility to accidental injury, and had its 
part in increasing the aggregate loss 
cost. 

Whether the rates now in effect will 
prove adequate to offset losses and ex- 
penses remains to be seen. Some be- 
lieve a further advance will be neces- 
sary, unless changed economic conditions 
and a distinct betterment of real estate 
situation serves to reduce claim filings. 

As means for reducing the heavy al- 
nual losses caused by accidents in apart- 
ment buildings and mercantile properties, 
which it is conservatively estimated 
amounted to $22,000,000 last year, C. C. 
Foster, loss control engineer of the Fi- 
delity & Casualty, offers these practical 
suggestions to assured: 

Maintain premises in good condition 
to prevent accidents from your negli- 
gence. 

Cooperate with your insurance carrier 
to distinguish between honest and dis- 
honest accidents, claims and _ situations. 

Try to secure accurate information on 
accidents, checking condition of the 
place as related to the happening and 
obtaining names and addresses of all 
possible witnesses. 

Be as courteous and helpful as pos- 
sible without assuming any responsibil- 
ity for the injuries. 

Notify your insurance carrier 
diately.

May Increase Its Rates 


The State Farm Mutual Automobile 
has been granted permission by Com- 
missioner Boney of North Carolina to 
increase rates up to but not above the 
manual rates. At first the State Farm 
Mutual confined its activities in North 
Carolina to rural sections but more re- 
cently has been getting into the cities 
and finds that higher rates are neces- 
sary. 
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Ownership Question Litigated 





Continental Wins Where Tenant by the 
Entirety Represented Himself 
as Sole Owner 





The Continental has been upheld by 
the Tennessee supreme court in denying 
recovery to an assured, who represented 
himself as the unconditional owner of the 
property insured, whereas he and his 
wife were tenants in common or ten- 
ants by the entirety. 


Must Be Denied Recovery 


The court held that a tenant by the 
entirety, impliedly representing himself 
to be the sole and unconditional owner 
must be denied recovery. Recovery 
must also be denied because after the 
issuance of the policy and before the 
loss, Lowrance, the assured, and his 
wife conveyed the property insured to 
certain children and grandchildren, re- 
taining for themselves only a life estate. 
Such a change of ownership likewise 
avoids the policy. The assured averred 
that an adjuster admitted the loss was 
valid and advised Lowrance that it was 
not necessary to make out any formal 
proof of loss. 


Waived Filing of Proof 


The court held the adjuster waived 
nothing except the filing of proof. His 
admission was merely that the loss was 
not padded nor fraudulent. The in- 
surer is not precluded from relying on 
the policy provisions by way of de- 
fense. 





Hold Keeping of Kerosene 
Suspends, Not Voids Policy 





The Pennsylvania superior court in 
holding against the Washington Mu- 
tual Fire & Storm declared that when 
a prohibited article had been kept or 
used on the insured premises, but the 
insurer had not declared « cancellation 
or forfeiture of the policy on that ac- 
count, and the keeping or use of the 
article had been discontinued prior to 
the happening of the fire, the keeping 
or use of the article did not absolutely 
void the policy, but merely suspended 
it during the continuance of the viola- 
tion. The case was Furdock vs. 
Washington Mutual Fire & Storm. The 
insurer isued a five year policy in 1926. 
In 1928-29, kerosene in a metal drum 
was kept in the cellar, primarily for 
Furdock’s own use, although there 
were a few sales as an accommodation 
to neighbors. In 1929 Furdock leased 
the house to Sprague who kept some 
kerosene on the premises. Furdock 
again took possession of the house in 
1930 and there is no evidence that any 
kerosene was on the premises after 
1930. 


Recognized Insurance in Force 


The insurer recognized the insurance 
was in force in 1930 by paying a small 
claim and in January, 1931, Furdock 
paid an assessment on the policy which 
was made. 

The insurer endeavored to prove the 
presence of kerosene in the house at 
the time of the fire by showing that a 
metal drum was taken from the cellar 
which bore evidence of bulging. The 
lower court properly held that the wit- 
ness, a machinist and welder, called to 
establish that the bulging was the re- 
sult of containing kerosene which ex- 
Ploded, did not qualify as an expert. 





May Sue Anywhere in State 





Appointment of Tennessee Commissioner 
for Service Process Was Not 
Limited by Former Law 





The Tennessee supreme court, in the 
case of Cartmell et al. vs. Mechanics has 
held that the insurance commissioner, 
as agent by appointment of a foreign 
insurance company, is agent for the 
whole state, on whom process, running 
from any county, may be served with- 
out regard to the location of the com- 
pany’s principal office or place of busi- 
ness or at the place where the cause 
of action arose. 


Payable to Bruce Company 


The Mechanics issued a policy to 
Cartmell of Madison county, insuring 
his automobile. There was a loss pay- 
able clause for the benefit of the Bruce 
Company, located in Shelby county. The 
bill was filed in Madison county to re- 
cover under the policy. Process was 
served on the insurance commissioner. 
The question is whether the action can 
be maintained in Madison county where 
the Mechanics had no office, agency or 
resident director. 

The higher court held that the 
Mechanics appointed the insurance com- 
missioner its agent with express author- 
ity to receive process. After enactment 
of the code of 1932, the Mechanics con- 
tinued doing business in Tennessee. It 
did not revoke the power of attorney by 





which it appointed the commissioner its 
agent upon whom process could be 
served. The repeal of the act under 
which the power of attorney was ex- 
ecuted did not operate to revoke the 
appointment. The unrevoked power of 
attorney constituted the commissioner 
the defendant’s agent in the several 
counties of the state and localized the 
trial at the residence of the Bruce Com- 
pany in Madison county. The case was 
reversed and remanded. 





Svea Loses Subrogation Suit 


Judgment for the Svea has been re- 
versed by the Washington supreme 
court in a subrogation action. The case 
was Svea vs. Spokane, Portland & Se- 
attle Railway Company. 

The Svea paid a loss to Phillips be- 
cause of fire damage to Phillips’ farm 
produce. The Spokane, Portland & 


' Seattle runs near Phillips’ ranch. After 


collecting from the Svea, Phillips pre- 
sented a claim for $900 to the railroad, 
which made a settlement with him of 
$600. 

The Svea then started action against 
the railway, claiming that one of its 
engines had started the fire. 

The trial court, over the objection of 
the railway, admitted evidence concern- 
ing the payment made by the railway 
to Phillips in settlement of his claim. 


This was held to be error by the su- 
preme court, which pointed out that 
compromises are favored in law, and 


the parties to a controversy who, in 
good faith, endeavor to adjust them 
should not be penalized by having their 


praiseworthy efforts later used against | 


them to their detriment. 
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Indiana Law Constitutional 





U. S. Court Upholds Validity of Statute 
Distinguishing Between D tic 





Executive Is Hurt Doing 
Manual Job; Can Collect 











and Foreign Insurers 





The Indiana supreme court’s construc- 
tion of the Indiana law providing ‘‘no 
condition or agreement not to sue for 
a period of less than three years shall 
be valid” to the effect that this statute 
renders invalid any provision in a policy 
of a foreign company restricting the 
time for commencing action to a period 
shorter than three years, although no 
such restriction is imposed upon Indiana 
companies, is not in contravention of 
the 14th amendment to the constitution. 
This was the decision of the United 
States circuit court of appeals for the 
7th circuit (Indiana) in Metropolitan 
Casualty vs. Brownell. That statute was 
enacted prior to the ratification of the 
14th amendment and has remained a 
part of the public policy of Indiana and 
therefore the legislature did not have 
any designs upon nullification of the 
14th amendment. When the legislature 
provided one set of regulations to con- 
trol domestic companies and another to 
control foreign companies, the latter 
provision applying uniformly to all cor- 
porations within the class, that distinc- 
tion was not arbitrary. It was based 
on a real and substantial difference, hav- 
ing a reasonable relation to the subject 
of the particular legislation. 

The loss in question was under a fi- 
delity bond covering the People’s Bank. 
The bond provided no legal proceedings 
shall be brought under the bond after 
the expiration of 15 months from date 
of its presentation. This action was 
commenced almost three years after the 
presentation of the claim. 





The Indemnity of North America has 
been held liable by the United States 
circuit court of appeals for the fourth 
circuit (Maryland) under a personal ac- 
cident policy for the loss of an eye by 
an assured, who was classified as vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Potomac Glass Company with the_du- 
ties of “office and traveling,” although 
the accident occurred while he was pol- 
ishing glass. The case was Indemnity 
of North America vs. Sloan. 

The assured learned the glass polish- 
ing process and testified that on two or 
three occasions he did the work of pol- 
ishing samples of goods which had to 
be shipped out at night. When he re- 
turned to the plant one night he found 
two samples of glass work on his desk 
which were intended for delivery to one 
of his customers. Prompt delivery of 
the samples was important and since 
they were not yet polished, the assured 
undertook, in the absence of the regular 
glass polisher, to do the polishing him- 
self. In doing so, some acid splashed 
into his eye and destroyed the sight. 

The court held it cannot be said that 
the occupation of the assured was 
changed merely because in the glass 
factory, where many activities were car- 
ried on, a new process of glass polish- 
ing was introduced under his supervision 
after the policies had been issued. The 
Indemnity of North America claims that 
the clauses are in the alternative, so that 
liability is restricted not only when the 
assured changes his occupation, but also 
when, without change of occupation, he 
steps into a more hazardous occupation 
for a short time and is injured while 
doing some act pertaining thereto. The 











When Owner Burns Out 
Mortgagee Can’t Collect 





The Iowa supreme court has found 
that the Home Mutual Insurance Asso- 
ciation of Carroll county is not liable 
to the mortgagee, where the premises 
insured were destroyed by the owner. 
The policy provided that no recovery 
could be had for loss caused by the 
design of the insured and the loss pay- 
able clause provides that loss is made 
payable to the mortgagee, subject to all 
the conditions of the policy. 

The court held that a provision that 
the loss is payable to a mortgagee is 
merely a designation of the person to 
whom it is to be paid and is not an as- 
signment of the policy. Hence, it is the 
damage sustained by the party insured 
and not by the party appointed to re- 
ceive payment that is recoverable from 
the insurer. 








Fire Relief Association Is 
Exempt From Code Provision 





A mutual fire relief association com- 

posed of members of the “Order of Pa- 
trons of Husbandry” is exempt from 
the provision of the Oregon code that a 
five-day cancellation clause shall be em- 
bodied in all fire insurance policies gov- 
erning property in that state. This was 
the decision of the Oregon supreme 
court in Geddes vs. Oregon Grange Fire 
Relief Association. 
_The association’s policy did not have 
the five-day cancellation clause. Geddes 
contended, however, that the law would 
read that condition into the policy and 
that since the policy had been delivered 
by the association to Geddes and that 
no notice of its cancellation thereafter 
was given him, he is entitled to recover, 
notwithstanding that he was delinquent 
in the payment of certain special assess- 
ments. 

The supreme court held that section 
13 of the 1917 enactment (Sec. 46-132, 
Oregon Cede 1930) specifically exempts 
the association from including the stand- 
ard provisions in its policies. That sec- 
tion declares that “patrons of husbandry, 
fraternal, fire and life insurance associ- 
ations are exempt from all provisions 
of this act.” 








court held that the clause was ambig- 
uous and the doubt should be resolved 
in favor of the assured. 

The matter was properly left to the 
jury to determine whether the actions 
of the assured at the time of his in- 
juries fell within the scope of his stated 
duties. 


Board of City Trusts Is 
Philadelphia City Agency 


Che board of city trusts of Philadel- 
phia is a department of the city gov- 
ernment and its members are officers 
of the City of Philadelphia, the Penn- 
sylvania supreme court for the eastern 
district decided in holding the National 
Surety liable for deposits of the board 
of city trusts, acting under the will of 
Stephen Girard, in the defunct Girard 
Avenue Title & Trust Co. The deposi- 
tory bond covered “moneys belonging 
to or in the custody of said city or 
of certain offices thereof, or of depart- 
ments, boards or commissions thereof 
or of institutions owned and/or - con- 





trolled by said city in whole or in part.” 
The amount of the deposit was $49,250. 
The penalty of the bond was $35,000.
